T he internationa l w ar crim es tribuna l today 
decreed d eath on th e gallows tor 12 leaders of th e Adolf H itler gang, .sen­ 
tenced seven to prison, and - w ith Russia dissenting

fendants. 
T he court, a fte r sentencing to d eath H erm ann G uering. Joach im Von 
R ibbentrop and 10 other Nazi h enchm en, announced th a t R ussia had pro­ 
tested against th e tribuna l’s acq uittal of F ra nz Von P ap en, H Jalm ar 
S chacht and H ans F ritsche T h e Soviet judge. M aj. G en I T. N ikitchenko, 
also protested th a t Rudoll H ess should have b en hanged instead of re ­ 
ceiving the life im prisonm ent sentence th e court h anded h im , and ob­ 
jected to y esterday 's acquittal of the general s ta ff and high com m and 
Judges of B ritain, th e U nited S tates and F rance joined in th e m ajor­ 
ity opinion, w hich now will be carried out by the Allied control council, 
representing nil four Allies.

The Pittsbu rgh powfr strike may be remembered 
best for the dem onstration of ju dicial weakness it 
staged. 


Organized labor had dem onstrated on m any oc- j 
i ntPr_city leagu e Satu rday by defeating the Al- 
casions tha t it held no respect and conceded no clear ]ance 
am j,y 4-2 
au thority to the execu tiv e branch of gov ernment. The 
Pittsbu rgh strike presented an occasion to show con­ 
tem pt for the Ju dicial branch. 
A chain of ev ents led to the granting of an inju nc­ 
tion against’leaders of the power strike. One of them, 
the principal leader, was cited for contem pt of cou rt 
and sentenced to prison. Bu t u pon the dem and of the 
u nion, backed u p by the law enforcem ent official who 
had demanded the inju nction, the inju nction was dis­ 
solv ed and the u nion k ad er who had been Jailed was 
released. This cu riou s ou tcome was brou ght abou t by 
the u nion’s edict that otherwise it wou ld not consider 
a proposal by the employer for ending the strike. As a 
requ isite to collectiv e bargaining, a cou rt had to re­ 
v erse itself becau se a u nion didn’t like one of its de­ 
cisions. 
In the United States, gov ernment to comprised of 
execu tiv e, ju dicial and legislativ e branches. Organized 
labor has asserted

Tills to the kind of politics that may backfire. A re­ 
formee In 194 6 ha« trouble thinking back to the More 
Abundant Life, He can’t see party line through the 
picket lines and meat lines, as it were. It is too mu ch 
like the Republicans in 1932 telling v oters to remem ­ 
ber Coolidge prosperity . 
There hav e been so,m any New Deal reforms , . . 
It has 
reformed the av erage 
man out of eating 
meat. He to a v egetarian 
now. It hns reformed him 
out of hto nasty 
habH of gobbling su gar He to safe 
from diabetes, but his 
dry cereal w ithou t cream is 
mighty dry . 
New Deal reformers hav e helped him ov ercome hto 
greediness abou t getting ahead of the game. W ith the 
aid of a tax sy stem that penalizes him for sav ing, he 
no longer has those 
bad thou ghts abou t pu tting som e­ 
thing aside for a rainy day. 
The reform mov ement gets credit for sav ing him 
and the cou ntry from the ev il effects of ov erwork. It 
has made It easy to maximize the minimu m and m in­ 
imize the maximu m. Tilings now come ou t abou t av ert 
age, which has m ade it possible to whittle down effi­ 
ciency to the disappearing point and made cou rtesy 
to elastomers on the part of formerly-ov erworked help 
a disappearing 
national custom. 
The reformers hav e abolished the old-fashioned 
habit of thinking of income and ou tgo as parts of the 
same thing. This has em ancipated the cou ntry. 
It 
has spent its way ou t of a depression, throu gh a war 
and hell-bent into a ru naway inflation. This may be 
their master triumph 
But they also get credit for repealing the u nw ritten 
law that in America 
men slutll not agitate the old- 
world concept of a 
straited society , in which ev ery body 
thinks according to hto economic 
station. That was 
quite a triumph too after a century and a-half of do­ 
ing it the other way 
The outcome is in dou bt, bu t with a little lu ck New 
Deal reform ers will get credit for showing Americans

y ear-old au tomobiles, in the middle of a black-m arket

If they
